In the latter Comedy the 
beneficiare acted Julia, the character in which her first dramatic essay 
was made on the London boards. 

Miss Emmeline Montague, who made so successful an appearance at 
Drury Lane Theatre during the brief management of Mr. Hammond, 
takes a Benefit this evening at the Victoria. 

A new Opera, by an eminent composer, is in active preparation at the 
English Opera House. 

Charles Kean commences an engagement in Edinburgh on Monday 
next. Elton and G. Vandenhoff have been starring at Liverpool with but 
poor success, A Miss Julia Nichol has been acting Mary Stuart at. the 
Abbey Street Theatre, Dublin, and the Irish critics are loud in the praise 
of this young lady, whose tragic powers they say are not sufficiently 
known. 

“ Auber’s new Opera, Les Diamans de la Couronne,” a Parisian 
correspondent informs us “ has been more coldly received than was antici- 
pated. There is not sufficient sentiment in the music. The libretto is by 
Scribe and Saint George, and the incidents chiefly consist in a commend- 
able fraud practised by a Queen of Portugal, who substitutes false bril- 
liants in her crown, applying the real diamonds to save the state from 
} bankruptcy, without loading her subjects with heavy taxes. The means 
by which the substitution is effected, gives opportunity for much incident 
{ and bustle, but their is a great deal of twaddle in the piece, which should 





be cut out. Madame Thillon, for whom the character was expressly 
written, has been very successful in delineating the virtuous Queen, but 
the “lion” of the Opera is a M. Couderc, who is a most aocomplished 
singer. 

We select the following anecdotes from an amusing biography just pub- 
lished from the pen of Mr. Peake. The “Memoirs of the Colman 
Family” will be found to prove very interesting. George Colman was ap- 
pointed to the situation of Lieutenant of the Yeomen of the Guard on 
the 13th of May 1820; contrary to the usual practice the commission 
was a gift from George IV. On the first birthday that Colman attended 
officially in costume, his Majesty seemed much pleased with him, and 
observed—* Your uniform, George, is so well made that I don’t see the 
hooks and eyes.” On which Colman, unhooking his coat, said, “ Here 
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are my eyes, where are your's?” Turning round to the Duke of Wel- 
lington, gold-stick in waiting, the King remarked, “ George Colman puts 
me in mindof Pam. “If that is the case,” exclaimed Colman, “the 
only difference between the Duke of Wellington and me is, that I am the 
hero of Loo—he of Waterloo.” Colman afterwards had leave to sell { 
this appointment, and in 1831 was succeeded in it by Sir Robert Gill. Y 
It is related of Mossop, that he was so perfect a distiller of syllables, | 
and made such intolerable long pauses, that in the speech of Zanga, in 
TheRevenge, to Alonzo, “ Know, thou, ‘twas I—” the critic might at the 
first word of the speech have left the Theatre, called a coach, and re- 
turned to his box, and still have been in time to have discovered that 


Zanga “did it.”
